Have you ever driven past the corner of Michillinda 
and Grandview, or perhaps by Wilson and Highland? If 
you have, you may have wondered what was enclosed 


within the walls that cover 
’he wSiole block. It is Alver- 
no High SchcMil, and it cov¬ 
ers 13Va acre’s of beautifully 
landscapod ground.®. 

Actually, Alvemo was not 
intended a.s a Catholic High 
School from the beginning. 
Tlie Fi-anciscan Sisters of 
I’enajice and Christian Char¬ 
ity purchased tlic acres from 
the Barlow family in 19-42, to 
be used as a Noviate. 

On December 16, 1941, the

The sale of the celebrated 
Villa del Sol D’Orro was 
ready to be made on Jan¬ 
uary 1, 1942.

The builders workeri very 
tj-uickly and accurately, for 
the next announcement was 
for the opiening of the Al- 
verno Heights Academy for 
Girls c-n September 6, 1960. 
There were 136 freshmen 
students enrolled from Sierra 
Madn’, Saint Rita, Arcadia, 
Monrovia, and Pasadena 
fchool.s. 

Ju.st this past year Alver- 
no High held its first class 
rchmion, and the affair 


brought back some 46 1964 
graduates to celebrate the 
class’s 10th anniversary. 

In their opening cere¬ 
monies, it was stated that 
ihe sch(X)l could accommo¬ 
date a maximum of 560 stu- 
dent.s. In addition to the 13 
classrooms, there are lv,o 
large science haboratorics — 
a biology lab, and a ’.hem- 
istrj' lab, a workroom for 
ini'Jivid’ial .science proieets, 
a photographic darkroom, a 
language labora t o r y, an 
audio-visual lecture room, 
typin^r and clothing class¬ 
rooms, physical education 
shower and locker room, 
c-afetcria, book room, and a 
•stiident store. 

Few changes have been 
made .since the drawing 
above was completed in 


I960 except the addition of 
a Library. Tliis library was 
mn.'ie possible by the ii.so of 
the sister’s “Improvement 
Fund,” money donated and 
earned by the .sisters, money 
donated by the families of 
t he girls and the girls them- 
>elv\ s, and donations made 
especially for that purpose. 
For t'h.e past sc\’eial years, 
the Sisters, facailty, parents 
and .students have been 
working hard to build up 
the ‘‘Improvement Fund" for 
the next big project. That 
is for the badly needed audi¬ 
torium, and everycne at Al- 
verno hopes that, in a few 
years, it will he completed.

Off $1/2-Million 

Building permit.® for the 
City of Sierra Madre were 
down well over a half mil¬ 
lion dollars for the year 1974 
over 1973, hut promised "on- 
tl'o-horizon” activity for the 
year 1975 promise.^- to be a 
m-i'oh bigger year. Activity 
in the Building Department 
for the month of December 
was as follows- 

Total mimber of building 
pcxnits for tho month, 16 
with valuation of $208,760. 
Of this amount $198,805 was 
for two single family dwel¬ 
lings. Street, electrical and 
plumbing permits totaled 44 
with fees collected of 
$512.84. 

Buildng and plan check 
fee's amounted- to $1,423.04, 
and thorn were 263 business 
licenses issued with fees of 
$9,722.40. 

‘The comparison of •build¬ 
ing ponnits .shows $1,507,723 
for 1973 and only $981,553 
for last year.

The Unit and personnel 

al. so handled several cases 
where multiple victims were 
treated: Trail Race with 80 
ipersons treated at the .scene; 
Fiesta Day at the Monastery 
with 15 victims being treat¬ 
ed, and several accidents 
with :u,p to 9 victims being 
treated. 

The above statistics do not 
include minor treatment of 
in.jures to fire personnel 
treated at the scene of a 
fire as these are reflected in 
Fire Report Records, but do- 
include those cases th,at 
were .severe enough to need 
hospital and follow-Ujp treat¬ 
ment. 

C.ardiopulmonary resus,- 
citation was used in five of 
the above listed cases and 
airvay malnten a n c e by 
mechanical means or ap¬ 
purtenances was necessary 
in aboojt 20 cases. Oxygen 
was used in many, many 
instances both as an adjunct 
to aid breathing and to help 
combat shock, tlierefore the 
department used quite a 
supply of oxygen over the 
past year of operation. 

According to the report of 
the Monrovia - Arcadia 
Ambulance Service, as pro¬ 
vided tlie Countv of Los An¬ 
geles Health Dept, in their 
annual report, their response 
time has now been im¬ 
proved to the point whore 
their average time is .now 
six minutes and five .seconds 
from the time they are 
called till their .unit is on 
the scare.. 

One cro.ss-training session 
with the amhulance service 

w, as lield. and have another 
slated for the near future in 
order to further improve co- 
ord'inatinn during a cardiac 
arrest. It is felt that this 
will bo vciy’ beneficial to 
both organizations. 

The number of call.s dur¬ 
ing the year was fairly well 
divided between 7 a.m. to 7 
p.m. and 7 p.m. to 7 a.m., 
with a large majority of the 


calls in the early evening. 

Although the number of 
calls has exceeded the num¬ 
ber projected early in the 
iprogram, it is fairly close 
to the number projected by 
the Emergency Medical Ser¬ 
vice System anaylsis pro¬ 
vided earlier in the year, 
wherein they projected' 235 
calls during 1974. 

With the receipt of sev¬ 
eral donations of both 
equipment and money it is 
hoped that the cost of tlie 
service will be even more 
reasonable in the coming 
year, as far as cost to the 
department. Of course, no 
charge of any kind is made 
to ’the victim. Most of our 
equipment is now at hand 
and capital outlay should

procedure. 

Tf these requirements are 
not met. the driver’s license 
can be suspended and re¬ 
main .suspended for three 
years or until th.at peuson 
olitains insurance* (or other 
wise mecl.s the require¬ 
ments). 

While an in.surancc prlicy 
io the most practical way 
to conform with the require¬ 
ments set forth in the new 
law, proof of financial re¬ 
sponsibility may be given 
also bv depositing $35,0C0 in 
cash with the State Trea.s- 
uroer or by filing a siuety 
bond in the amount of 
$35,000. Owners of more 
than 25 vi’hiclos may quali¬ 
fy as self-insurers.

The low 42 per 
cent conviction rate of those 
arrested ind'icate that most 
offenses wore not of the 
hard drug variety. 

But what happens to the 
more than 6000 remaining 
suspects wlio wore turned in 
by informers who may have 
■been motivated by cash, 
petty gossip or malioE? How 
many of their friends .and 
relatives have been subject¬ 
ed to the deception, treach¬ 
ery and intrigue of a world 
wide Gestapo? 

The history of ano n y - 
mous informers is indeed re¬ 
pulsive. Edith Hamilt o n, 
noted chissical scholar, tell.s 
of the troaoherous role of 
the informer during the 
reign of terror in Ancient 
Rome. “'Tlie special horror of 
the Age was the large body 
of informers, who.se gentle 
whispers cut men’s throats, 
— who if successful in an 
accusation received a por¬ 
tion of the estate of the con¬ 
demned. None could trust 
each other, not friends, not 
relatives — the very walls 
were si'aspext.” 

The Roman Emtperor Tra¬ 
jan in reply to Pliny as to 
how to handle Christians 
who w'ouUin’t confess after 
being put to the torture, re¬ 
plied: 

“.4nonymou.s informations 
should' never be used in any 
pro.secution. It is introducing 
a very dangerous precedent 
and is quite foreign to thc- 
spirit of our age.” 

And the de.spicable role of 
the informer in falsely ac¬ 
cusing Christians of here.sy 
cost the lives of countless 
during the Inquisition of the 
Middle Ages. 

James Madison summed 
up the duties of a good citi¬ 
zen as follows: 

It Ls proper to take alarm 
at the fir.st experiment upon 


our liberties. 'The free men 
of America did not wait un¬ 
til u.surped power h a d 
strengthened itself by ex'cr- 
cise and entangled the ques¬ 
tion in precedents. They saw 
all the conseque,nce in the 
principal and .avoided the 
conseqaienccs by denying 
the principle.

Meeting in regular session 
on Tuesday, January 14, af 
ter roll call, saluting of the

Mayor Gordon Rudolph pre¬ 
sented the Council with a 
Proclamation .declaring the 
month of January as “March 
of Dimes Month.’’ The Coun¬ 
cil approved the proclama¬ 
tion. 

Allowing time for aud¬ 
ience participation, the City 
Council was then presented 
with the Assignment of 
Ihe $100,000 Payment, to the County of 
I Los Angeles.

ject. Total amount of the 
payment being $14,554, with 
$13,826 having already been 
paid, leaving a balance of 
$728 now due. The City 
Council authorized the As¬ 
signment. 

Due to the legi.slative law, 
the City of Sierra Madre i.s 
not eligible to apply for ris- 
cretionary funds .under the

Q. — I own Occidental 
Petroleum stock which I 
purchased for $29 a share. 
.Recently Standard Oil of 
Ohio indicated it might 
make an offer of $17 a share 
in terms of its stock for Oc¬ 
cidental shares. Do you 
think that is a fair offer, 
and do you think the deal 
will be completed? 

A. — Occidental Petroleum 
is a widely held security, 
and I’m sure many folks arc 
thinking the same qiuestions 
you are. First indications are 
that Occidental’s manage¬ 
ment opixysos the offer, so I 
suspect how fair the offer 
m(»y be will be brought out 
in information that will be 
provided to shareholders in 
the days ahead. On the face 
of it, it would appear that 
Standard' of Ohio would be 
getting a very good deal. At 
$17 a share it would be pur¬ 
chasing earning power that 
is estimated to be .$5 a share 
this year. All of Occidental’s 
limits are booming this year 
and enjoying high .prices 
their products. The oil husi- 
ne.ss is greater, chemical 
prices are firm, coal prices 
are out of the world and fer¬ 
tilizer prices arc tops. ’There 
i <5 a question as to ,how 
tiiuch those profits may ad¬ 
vance in the years just 
ahead. Occidental, however, 
is building oil resn’es in sev¬ 
eral areas and appears to 
have a good future. The 
question probably really is 
can Standard Ohio add suf¬ 
ficiently to Occide n t a Ts 


management skills and fi¬ 
nancial ability to give great¬ 
er stability and strength to 
the company. My guess is 
the deal will not go through. 
It it does, the Occidental 
holder would' probably lo.se 
on the speculative a,ppeal of 
his shares, but would gain 
a better quality and prob¬ 
ably more stable investment. 

Q. — Could you give me 
a list of companies that 
should benefit from efforts 
to turn coal into oil or gas? 
This seems to me like where 
real opportunity lies in the 
future. 

A. — I would agree with 
you that it looks like much 
of our future energy will 
come from the conversion of 
coal to gas and oil. However, 
it is very difficult at this 
time to tell which com¬ 
panies will come lup with the 
technology, sltill and timing 
to be the leaders. We do 
liave a brief article on some 
companies which are active 
in this field in the Decem¬ 
ber issue of our magazine, 
“Better Investing,’’ aitd, as 
wo would bo pleased to do 
for any reader who wishes 
to write Ug and request it, 
we will piit a copy in the 
mail for you.

what that means? 

A. — A company doesn’t 
necessarily have the same 
number of shares outstand¬ 
ing all year. In many case.5 
a company will issue more 
of its shares in the course 
of a year; sometimes it may 
even retire some of its 
shares. Utilities particularly 
have been issing a lot of 
shares In recent years as 
they have endeavored to fi¬ 
nance the new generating 
and distribution syste m s 
they have to provide. The 
“weighted average’’ refers to 
the effort to relate the .num¬ 
ber of shares shown to the 
part of the year the shares 
have been outstanding. For 
instance, if the company has 
40 million shares outstand¬ 
ing from January through 
October and then issues five 
million more shares on the 
first of November, it has 
had' 40 million shares oiuc- 
.standing for 10 months and 
45 millioin shares outstand¬ 
ing for two months. In cal¬ 
culating it “weighted aver¬ 
age" shares outstanding, it 
would multiply 40 million 
by 10 months and 45 million 
by two months and add the 
two products together (490 
million) and divide by 12. 
The answer, 40,850,000, 
would be the “ave rage 
weighted" number of shares 
outstanding during the year. 

In practice, the company 
may get into considerably 
more detail. It may average 
each month, by taking the 
beginning and ending num¬ 
ber of shares each month 
and dividing by 2 to get the 
figure for the month. If there 
are large changes during 
the month, it may take the 
daily totals and divide by 
the .number of days in the 
month. 

Some people argue that 
using the weighted average 
means you are dividing the 
year’s earnings by a smaller 
figure and thus reporting ?. 
larger per • share earning 
than you would otherwise. 
On the other hand, the ar¬ 
gument is advanced that 
using the weighted average 
helps relate the earnings to

Research Is 
currently being conducted to find out more about its 
physical and psychological effects, 

2. LSD: 

Its effects can differ at times in the same individual. 
There is no way of predicting whether a “trip” will be 
“good” or “bad.” And days, weeks, even months after 
using LSD, the things the user experienced while on the 
drug may recur unexpectedly. The LSD experience can 
sometimes be disturbing enough to cause acute and 
even long-lasting mental illness. 

3. “Ups and Downs”: 

Excessive use of amphetamines (“ups”) can drive a 
person beyond his physical endurance and leave him. _ 
totally depleted physically, since he feels like neither eating 
nor sleeping. The body develops a tolerance to these 
drugs, with larger and larger doses required to feel the 
effects. Long-term heavy users are usually irritable, 
unstable, and may suffer social, intellectual, and emotional 
breakdown. Abrupt withdrawal (“crashing”) for the 
heavy user can result in a deep and suicidal depression. 

Barbiturates (“downs”) can, in regular and 
excessive doses, become physically addicting. Overdose, 
or abrupt withdrawal for a heavy user, can cause 
death. Barbiturates are a leading cause of accidental 
poison deaths in the U.S. Amphetamines are sometimes 
prescribed as “diet pills,” and barbiturates are given 
as prescription sleeping pills, but neither should be taken 
except in strict accordance with a physician’s prescription. 

4. Narcotics: 

Heroin is physically, as well as psychologically 
addicting. Large, or unexpectedly unadulterated doses can 
result in death. The addict’s main object in life 
becomes getting the drug. He may turn to crime as the 
only way to get enough money to support his habit 
(which can run as high as $100.00 per day).

A $5 service fee for hand¬ 
ling dishonored checks will 
be ch-arged by the Etepart- 
ment of Motor Vehicles, 
DMV Director Robert Cozens 
announced today. 

The fee will apply when 
a check written for any 
DMV service, from issuing a 
drivers license to renewing 
a vehicle registration, is re¬ 
turned to the department by 
a bank with a “refer to 
maker” notation, he said. 

In 1973 the department 
handled 24,000 such, checks. 
On Nov-ember 30 of last year 
Ihe total had passed 27,000. 

“Lots of our manpower is 
.spent abasing down these 
bouncing checks. In fairness 
to the taxpayer, the check 
writers should absorb this 
cost,” Cozens stated'. 

“If the bouncing check 
was issued for a service ren¬ 
dered, the service will be 
suspended — for example, a 
drivers license will be can¬ 
celled or a vehicle registra¬ 
tion will be voided — until 
the payment is cleared.”
